DISTRICT POOTBALL, 


fi. is evident to the most casual 
observer that this grand old game 
of ours is not progressing as fast 
us We anticipated a few years ago. 
We have cettainly had very fine 
crowds at Gur faternational fix- 
(ures and, generally speaking, the 
class of foothall furnished to our 
patrons has Warranted their sup- 
port, However, international 
games are costly affairs, and can 
only be carried out to the extent 
that the finances of the various 
ussociations will permit. The As- 
sociation’s finances are built up 


by the support accorded to 
mutches played’ in the various 
local competitions; hence it is 


evident that the success or the 
decline in the standard of club 
football is immediately recorded 
at headquarters. 

Referring specifically to the 
Metropolitan Soccer Football As- 
sociation, it u fact that it con- 
trols three the four areas in 
Sydney where First Division 
inatehes are pluyed, viz., Went- 
worth Park Oval, Sydney Cricket 
Ground No, 2, and Leichhardt 
Oval. Through these grounds we 
me, of course, in # good position 
to gauge the support accorded us 
—ias to whether we are delivering 
the poods, 

Unfortunately our club gates 
this season have not shown the 
increase that we were looking for- 
ward to following on the fine 
wites that we hud at our Chinese 
matches last season, 

There is no doubt that the time 
has come for us to seriously con- 
sider the position. We, must go 
ahead or we will go back. We 
must take the opportunity that is 
now ours; the question is, are 
we on the wrong track, is the fact 


that we are playing under the 
present club system operating 


ignainst us? 
foolish—to 


Are we wrong—aye, 
attempt to run six- 


feon Birst Grade teams in Sydney. 


It is certainly correct to say 
that the veal first grade men are 
so scattered amougst the whole 
of our teams that we are not giv- 
ing our patrons first class foot- 


bail, and they accordingly will 
not support us regularly in the 
same numbers, as in our bigger 


games, 

Opinion in the Soecer football 
world is growing, and, finally, 
there is hardly any doubt that we 
will decide that the present clab 
system of footbail must be 
serapped to make way for the dis- 
trict system, -This was only nar- 
rowly defeated at the last Rules 
Revision meeting, and in view of 
the fact that the Council, as late 
us fast Monday night, decided to 
appoint a committee, to furnish 
a report on the matter, it seems 
that delegates intend, im the near 
future, to support a scheme which 
is for the good of the game rather 
to let club interests sway them. 
Undoubtedly to obtain the full 
benefit of the district scheme we 
must build up the local support, 
aud therefore no efforts should 
be spared to secure a first-class 
ground in exch district. Our club 
fixtures will only draw big crowds 


when we have this community in- 


terest In the various districts. It 
is not reasonable to expect the 
Balmain public to barrack for, and 
support, a focal team when pos- 
sibly only a few of the players 
reside in the area; this argument 
applies all the way round, Our 
best team and the one which’ has 
the largest support accorded it is 
the Granville Club, and the main 
factors of its suceess is the local 
oval and a team largely comprised 
of local players; they thus gain 
a big local following. 

it has often been said that the 
district scheme failed previously 
and caused the breakaway of sev- 
éral teams who formed an asso- 
ciation of their own to carry on 
club football such as we have to- 
day. The answer to that is that 
players did not have a8 many 
avenues for playing as they have 


now. Any of the present day 
grade players, under the new 


scheme, would have, in the event 
of his being unable to secure a 
place with the district Pirst Grade 
team, an opportunity of playing 
with the district resérve or second 


grade team, and also if unable to 
find u position in the first team 
might be given an opportunity to 
transfer to another district, 

Then there is the All-Age com- 
petitions controlled by the various 
district associations now in being 
iad about to be formed, and sure- 
fy no player could aver that he 
was debarved from playing, but 
the present position obtaining 
whereby an inferior player is able 
to parade before the public as a 
first grade player and tower the 
standard of play and tend to bring 
ridicule on our gume would be 
obviated.
